2. U.S. MISSION OECD REPS SHOULD BE GUIDED BY PARAS 3-7

OTHER DELEGATIONS. 

3. INTERFUTURES PROJECT DIRECTOR LESOURNE HAS ASSURED US 
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THAT THE PROJECT CAN BE COMPLETED WITHIN THE BUDGET BY THE 
END OF 1978. WE WELCOME LESOURNE'S ASSURANCES THAT HIS 
GROUP'S MANDATE WILL BE FULFILLED BY THE END OF THE YEAR 
AND LOOK FORWARD TO RECEIVING THE FINAL REPORT AT THAT TIME. 

4. GIVEN LESOURNE'S ASSURANCES, THE QUESTION OF ADDITIONAL 
PART II FUNDS TO COMPLETE THE INTERFUTURES PROJECT DOES NOT 
ARISE. WE UNDERSTAND, HOWEVER, THAT LESOURNE WOULD LIKE,
